UNGRY JURY DEFINES 


A hungry jury in Justice Austin’s 
court yesterday evening decided that e 
few kiln-dried weinerwursts and a 
petrified slab or two of stale bread are 
sufficient to constitute a bona fide meal 


in the eyes of the law. 

Police Sergeant Williams and Patrol- 
man Lennon thought otherwise when 
they sat down te a table in the First- 
street Hotel and something to 
eat on a Sunday afternoon. Weiner 


and bread in meager quantity and 
doubtful quality, accompanied by « 
generous allowance of beer, is what 
they got. There were no flies in the 
beer. It was goed enough estuff for 
those who are fond of the formy bev- 
erage. But it was solid food that the 
stomachs of the policemen craved, and 
they thought they yore being robbed 
when they got only a few sickleyllooking 
weiners and dry, stale bread as a sus- 
tainer, for their money. ! 

The tables were full of other diners 
who seemed well-satiefied with the bill 
of fare, but the fastidious coppers’ ap- 
petites would not be so readily ap- 
peased, so they marched the proprietor 
of the hostciry, R. Matthias, to the 
police station and charged him with a 
vioiation of the Sunday-closing “ 
nance. 

Matthias conducts a saloon in con- 
nection with his hotel, and hase a res- 
taurant license, giving him the privi- 
lege of serving beer and other li 
refreshments in the I pac 
with meals at all hours. 

He pleaded not guilty when arraigned 
in the Police Court on the charge of 
having served drinks without the ac- 
companiment of a bona fide meal, and 
demanded a jury trial, which was had 
yesterday. 

The case was tried with a jury of 
nine men. The evidence was plain, and 
Deputy District-Attorney Chambere 
made an able argument to show that 
the sort of concomitants § served by 
Matthias were a mere subterfuge to 
enabe him to set at naught the spirit, 
if not the letter, of the law. 

The trial consumed the greater part 
of the day. and the unconsumed and 
unconsumable viande which Williams 
and Lennon had bought) were in evi- 
dence. 

The case was submitted at about 4:30 
o'clock, but the Jurors were unable to 
arrive at an agreement. After being 
locked up for several hours the paags 
of hunger asserted themselves, and 
hints about being taken out to dinner 
began to percolate through the doors of 
the jury-room. The court could ree no 
necessity of taking them out to eat, so 
long as they had with them the bread 
and weiners in the case, which some of 
them appéared to think sufficient for a 
bona fide meal. 

AS time wore on and there was no 
prospect of anything better while the 
care remained undecided the jurors at 
‘ast agreed upon a verdict of acquittal, 
thus virtually deciding that the bread 
and weiners constituted a lin the 
eyes of the law, but not for them.
